Poors to V vil 

Last Thursday, I attended a meeting with Fr. Christopher Crotty who 
was at Blessed Sacrament Church for a healing retreat. He spoke to the 
priests about his ministry to people who have been affected by evil. Recent 
movies about evil or exorcism ( The Rite, The Exorcism of Emily Rose, etc.) have 
had a popular appeal. Some may wonder how real it all is. Although the 
movies might over dramatize or skew the issues, the reality remains the 
same. The Church has always affirmed that Satan exists and evil can 
influence our lives in many ways. 

Parents and young people need to have a healthy awareness of the threat 
of evil, while keeping faith in Christ's power over it. I have met several 
people who have experienced an evil spirit or its effects because of behavior 
which could be described as a door to evil. That was also the language that Fr. 
Crotty used as he listed five doorways. My experience affirms the dangers 
he described. 

One door is mind altering practices. The most common form is substance 
abuse. Why does this open a person to evil? Our mind and will power are 
weakened, and we will do things that we would otherwise never do. We 
lose inhibition. Our conscience is dimmed. I was raised in a small town 
where heavy drinking was an acceptable social behavior. However, so many 
lives were ruined by its effects. While serving on the reservation I observed 
a high correlation between substance abuse, violence and sexual perversion 
(promiscuity, incest, rape, etc.). 

Sexual promiscuity or perversion is another door to evil. Exorcists and 
researchers in the occult consistently identify these doors in the lives of their 
clients. Our sexuality is such a powerful gift. It is intended to be a means of 
deep communion with God and people. But when perverted, the person's 
sexual desire becomes self-serving. It seeks only to satisfy self. The 
philosophy of Satanism says, "Do whatever you want." It fits well with the 
effects of substance abuse and sexual promiscuity. 

The other doors mentioned by Fr. Crotty were violence and killing, the 
occult, and witchcraft (Wicca, Ouija board, etc.). I suppose that many 
people would think he might be overreacting to name these. Recently, Ouija 
Board - Pink has been a hit among young kids. Many people see it as a 
harmless game. However, elderly priests have told me about very real 
people whose interaction with evil was cultivated thru Ouija boards. Years 
ago, a 16 year old related her terrifying experience and confirmed this truth 
for me. 

Why am I writing about all of this? Not to make you afraid or 
superstitious. Rather, to affirm that there are doors to evil, yet our faith 
teaches us how to live so that we are filled with God's bounty. The parable 
of the seed teaches both lessons. "Anyone who has ears for listening should 
listen" (Mark 4:9).
